another speech with prohibition 
as 
his theme. 
The address was delivered at Bos­ 
ton before the National 
Conference 
of Social Work with 
5000 delegates 
in attendance. 
Extracts from 
the 
speech 
were 
carried in 
yesterday’s 
Commercial 
Appeal and will well 
bear 
reading 
and reflection. 
Though he does not directly 
say 
so, the inference 
is 
rather 
easily 
drawn, that Mr. 
Wickersham 
does 
not favor the 18th Amendment or the 
laws which have been passed by Con­ 
gress to carry it into effect. 
Speaking of the 
legislative 
pro­ 
gram he said among other 
things, 
“One thing is perfectly obvious, and 
that is from the enactment 
of 
the 
Volstead act down to 
the 
present 
time, reliance upon carrying out 
of 
the purposes of the amendment 
was 
placed upon the powrer of the govern­ 
ment to compel by imposition of pen­ 
alties of fines and imprisonment the 
general observance 
of 
the 
statute 
law”. 
This 
method, 
according 
to 
the 
speaker, reached its “peak” in 
the 
enactment of the Jones law. 
Mr. Wickersham in this connection 
stated that no attem pt has been made 
during the time of these legal enact­ 
ments to educate the people as to the 
value of prohibition 
to 
accomplish 
the maximum of temperance. 
All this is very true, 
and 
many 
times in th is column I have called a t­ 
tention to the facts, and lamented the 
constant piling up of laws, 
which 
came to be relied upon, rather than 
the building up of a strong, 
healthy 
public sentiment toward the o b s e r ­ 
vance of the 
spirit 
of 
the 
18th 
Amendment. 
That a great mistake was 
made 
admits of little doubt. 
Indeed, the 
process of drastic, punitive legisla­ 
tion went so far as not only to 
aid, 
hut 
actually 
weaken 
the 
object 
sought to be accomplished. 
Prohibition is not and can 
never 
be stronger than the sentiment 
of 
the people, hence the error of resort­ 
ing to law alone, and failing to reck­ 
on with the power that in 
the last 
analysis, makes law either effective 
or dooms it to failure. 
Mr. Wickersham 
contrasted 
our 
methods of law enforcement with the 
efforts made in 
England 
and 
the 
mining sections of Wales to decrease 
drunkenness and the consumption of 
liquor, saying that we might profit 
by their lessons. 
In those countries the chairman of 
the crime commission says that the 
trend is distinctly towards tem per­ 
ance, whcih leaves the natural infer­ 
ence that he prefers the strict regu­ 
lation and control of the liquor bus­ 
iness such as is practiced in England 
and Wales, to the absolutely prohi­ 
bitory and punitive measures adopt­ 
ed in this country. 
1 would like to read the full text 
of Mr. Wickersham’s address, not so 
much for any information it

contain, as for the reason that he is 
an appointee of the president and as 
such is supposed to

views. 
I believe the

Shallow and frequent cultivation 
will help to keep the crops healthy 
and in a growing condition says the 
County Agent, Scott M. Julian. Dur­ 
ing the dry weather with hot 
days 
and cool nights 
it is best 
to plow 
shallow and frequently in order 
to 
conserve moisture and prevent land 
from hardening. 
By keeping a mulch the moisture 
which arises from capillary action is 
prevented 
from 
escaping 
through 
evaporation because it is held in by 
the covering mulch. If the ground is 
allowed to harden and cake the mois­ 
ture does not collect but goes up to 
the surface from whence it escapes 
by evaporation. 
A frequent stirring 
of the soil also enables the sun thru 
the day to warm the ground 
more 
thoroughly and deeper 
than 
could 
possibly be done if the ground is al­ 
lowed 
to 
settle. 
Prospects 
have 
looked exceedingly well, but it will 
not do to neglect the cultivation even 
though the weeds and
